Your paragraph ‘on. ‘‘Ouida,” the 
French Foreign Legion, and unwelcome 
notoriety such subjects have, brought the 
French colonial authorities (writes a 
correspondent) reminds me of a work, 
little read now, which dealt largely with 
that part of Morocco. In 1894:a French 
officer, Capithine Danrit, of St. Cyr, 
published a) yoluminous work called 
‘* LU’ Invasion’ |Noire’’ in four capacious 
volutnes. This work, dedicated to Jules 
Verne, dealt with the invasion of Europe. 
Under the leadership of a. Sultan of 
prcfound genius and immense organising 
abilities, the fanatical Moslem hordes over- 
ran the whole of Europe and laid waste 
right to the gates of Paris. The forces 
of Christendom were hard put to it for 4 
while, and the most frightful massacres 
take place. The book was the apotheosis 
of a Jules Verne thriller, and, though 
much piadded, had a deal of the- interest 
and information the great writer put into 
most of his books. The work is not very 
friendly to England, who, if [f° recollect 
aright, comes out rather badly in the end. 
I remember one illustration of a prosperous 
British trader standing by an opened case 
of Martini-Henry rifles with) two fat 
negroes gloating over the contents, en- 
titled “ L'Angdleterre nous a. fournt. plus 
de 1500,000 fisils.’’ Air liners are em- 
ployed by the white armies, whose 
graphels cause dire slaughter rs the 
negroes, and altogether the book is quite 
up to date in many of its killing methods. 
There is a fine scene at the end, when, 
brought to bav before the gates|of Paris, 
the Moslem chiefs kill their horses so that 
they may be ready for them in |Paradise. 
when their owners have lain down their 
lives in this last desperate stand.

Since the davs of Sherlock Holmes. the 
headquarters of the London Metropolitan 
Police on, the Thames Om gn mhi has 
provided more mgterial for the writers of 
detective novels than any other institu- 
tion. It is, therefore, interesting to com- 
pare the different points cf view with 
which writers of detective novels have 
regarded Scotland Yard. Conan Doyle’s 
hero had an unflerlying contempt) for ordi- 
nary police methods, vet he maraged to 
keep on good térins with the official detec- 
tives, and frequently allowed |them to 
take the credit of his discoveries. | Most of 
Doyle’s immediate successors exhlted the 
amateur detective at the expenge of the 
professional, and refused to admit that 
anything good | could come from official 
sources. Next |came a series of writers 
who made their heroes inspectors and 
detective-inspectors inside the Yard itself. 
Much was made/of the contrast] between 
the brilliant Yard man, with his up-to- 
date methods, dnd the blundering country 
constables whds¢ errors he _ invariably 
exposed on the scene of the crime, Recent 
circumstances, however, seem to show that 
this form of fittion is not only] stranger 


than the truth; but far removed] from it. 
Scotland Yard! has just come junder a 
heavy barrage! of from 


criticism, sá 
novelists, but ftom experienced jdurnalists 
and publicists, who point to a lone series 


of unsolved crimes, and declare| that its 
methods are antiquated, and eB, throw 
doubt on the intelligence of its! officials. 


It is, therefore, |ta be expécted that writers 
of thrillers máy have to return to the 
brilliant amateurs in order to|keep us 
guessing to thé final page.

The “ Unprotected ” Consumet 


I see that the Chairman of the Prices 
Commission, has been saying that “ there 
is no protection whatever, even in common 
law, in Great Britain for the consumer.”’ 
The statement is much too sweeping, as the 
consumer is protected on most matters 
except prices ; and it is probably that lack 
of protection to which Mr. O’Brien: re- 
ferred. He failed, however, to take note 
of the really. magnificent protection which 
the consumer in Great Britain has built 
up for himself in the co-operative móbve- 
ment. There is no necessity to protect the 
consumer by commissions or laws when 
nearly seven millions of people are share- 
holders in shops trading with themselves. 
These organised consumers have capitalised 
their retail trading stores to the extent of 
over £152,000,000, and the value of their 
retail purchases at those stores in 1933 
was flearly £200,000,000. The movement 
is further strengthened by two Wholesale 
Societies -with capital amounting to 
£96,000,000, total distributive trade 
amounting to £99,000,000, and manufactur- 
ing’ goods to the value of £35,000,000. 
When Treland has a similar organisation 
of consumers there will be no need: for 
such bodies as the Prices Commission; or, 
indeed, for any statutory assistance.

The Very Rev. Thomas Arnold Harvey, 
B.D., Dean of St. Patrick’s Cathedral, Bishop- 
Elect of Cashel, Emly, Waterford and Lis- 
more, was yesterday consecrated Bishop in St. 
Patrick’s Cathedral. 

The Archbishop of Dublin officiated, 
assisted by the Bishop of Meath, the Bishop 
of Ossory, the Bishop of Killaloe, the Bishop 
of Kilmore, the Bishop of Cork, and the 
Bishop of Limetick. 

The Service opened with a procession, in 
which a large number of the clergy took 

art. After the procession there was Holy 
Communion, followed by a sermon by tie 
Rey. Canon L. C. Stevenson, M.A., tor 
of Larne. 

The Bishop-Elect was then presented io 
the Archbishop by the Bishops of Ossory 
and Killaloe, and he made the declaration of 
obedience: Following the questions of 

xamination, the Bishop-Elect put on the 
rest of the Episcopal habit. Then came the 
laying-on of hands. 

After the Consecration Service the new 
Bishop was presented by the Archbishop with 
a ring with the geal of the bishopric. 


THE SERMON 


In his sermon, Canon Stevenson paid a 
high tribute to the new bishop. n the 
Church of Ireland, he said, the laity, through 
their representatives, had a most responsible 
part to play in the election of a bishop. This 
could be traced back to primitive times.in the 
Cherch’s history. The work of a bishop was, 
as years went on, becoming more valued by 
the people. Trey in the Church of Ireland 
had moved far from the time when George 
Eliot -could make a character say that a 
bishop was “a parson dressed up, who. sits 
in the House of Lords tu help throw wt 
veform bills.”’ 

For a great many years he had enjoyed the 
close personal friendship of him’ who was ten 
to be ordained. He had won honour after 
honour in the fields of  scholarshi 
athletics, but he had worn his honours lightly. 
That had been, and still was, one ‘of his most 
charming characteristics. As well as sh“ 
years spent in the vicinity of Dublin, the 
new bishop was familiar with the church- 
life in the far West and in the North. | It 
was interesting to note that the three bishops 
who had immediately preceded him had had 
long associations with the North. In the 
episcopacy there still was nobility, and 
absence of a corresponding nobility in ‘the 
ranks of the clergy was a source of weakness 
in the Church of Treland. 

The latest election brought to them a 
genuine secker of the truth, and he was sure 
that he who was then to be consecrated Bishop 
of Cashel would never be guilty of treason 
against the Church. 

He would address himself to the new bishop 
thus: “ The problem which. confronts you is 
not how to meet the needs of a large and 
increasing population, but how best to bring 
inspiration. and hope and courage and 
enthusiasm to those who. are living in con- 
ditions very different This task, and it is 
no light one, you have in common with the 
other bishops. You have been called to the 
office and work of a bishop of God. I would 
remind vou of the woads of a saintly woman: 
‘ Holiness consists not in doing extraordinary 
things, but in doing ordinary things extra- 
ordinarily well.’’’ |

A gccd visual design 
may indace an initial sale, but if to open and. 
get at the contents of the package the buyer 
has almost to mp.the carton to pieces, then 
repeat sales are lost because of snadequate 
consumers’ convenience It was obvious that 
a simple, clear-cut, well-designed pattern was 
eassenticl. A design of this character is eye- 
arresting and easily régisters in the mind of 
the onlooker: Tite aim oí the package should 
be to tell the story at a giance. Having 
achieved thé pattern, the next essential is 
to avoid. the indiscriminate use of colour, . 
Mr., Laurie continued:—“I can, with 
some. degree of pride, claim that my compaby 
is a pioneer. in the packing of oil products ;

MISS M. JELLETT'S 
LECTURE 


Miss Mainie Jellett, the artist, yesterday 
lectured betore the Pembroke Social Service 
Union in St. Bartholomew's Library, Clyde 
road, Dublin. on “' Art end Decoration in 
the Small Modern House.” 

Miss Jellett said that the problem of house 
decoration was an ever-present one. It came 
into everybody's life, :.hether concerned with 
one room or with a whole house. When one 
was faced with this problem one immediately 
brought. in force one’s artistic capacity. 
People should not think that the arts were 
only for the — or the chosen few. An 
artistic home could be realised by anyone who 
could afford to buy cotton fabric for cur- 
tains, the simplest deal furniture and the 
plainest crockery. 

The main point was that there should be 
harmony and simplicity im the - decorative 
scheme. One of the problems of decoration 
was walls. In small rooms there should be 
great. simplicity Figured wallpavers would 
make a room look still smalle?. North rooms 
should have warm-coloured wallpapers, but 
south rooms could stand less brilliant colours. 
because they received more light. Ceilings 
should inn many cases be the same colour as 
the walls, while the floors should be of plain 
linoleum or of polished boards, with suitable 


rags. 
COLOUR SCHEME 


In a small house consideration should be 
given to a colour scheme running through the 
whole house. ani much could be done with 
window boxes and flowers, and in the choice 
of china, glass, pottery, etc., which should 
be simple in shape and of Gicar ours. 
In small houses complications. crowding and 
difficult colours should. be avoided. 

Miss Jellett dwelt un. the problem of pink, 
saying that people used pink. without realis- 
ing that it was one of the most difficult 
colours to harmonise. Handicraft had been 
almost killed by niechanical mass production, 
but, despite that fact, le could, by buy- 
ing mechanically produced articles of good 
shape, suited to their purpose, largely com- 
pensate for the absence of craft work. © An 
attractive house was a house planned by a 
householder with taste, working on sound 
lines. The lecturer detailed fundamental 
rules which should guide one in the decorat- 
ng and furnishing of the home.

CHILDREN IN SCULPTURE

Sir Eric Maclagan, who is giving the first 
of the 1935 Hermione Lectures this afternoon 
at Alexandra College, Dublin, gave a talk on 
children in sculpture to the students of the 
college yesterday afternoon.

IRISH BOOKS 


In a paper entitled “Introduction to the 
study of books of Irish interest printed in the 
United States,” Dr. Simms, of Belfast, said 
that it was about the close of the eighteenth 
century that Irish books assumed a place of 
importance in America. One of the most 
important about this time was Thomas 
Leland’s history in three volumes. He also 
referred to the part played by Thomas Carey, 
a Dublin printer, é a outspokenness com- 
pelled him to. leave Ireland in 1784 íor 
America, where he started first a paper ín 
Pennsylvania, and later built up a great 
printing house. He mentioned many books 
of the close oí the eighteenth and beginning 
of the nineteenth century, and said that one 
oí the most valuable was an autobiography 
oí Theobald Wolfe Tone, edited and published 
by his son, William, in 1826. 

The lecturer referred to the mass of litera- 
ture which had been published in connection 
with the Fenian movement in the United 
States, much of which was never known in 
this country.

Problems for Berlin 


Yesterday, according to the. announcer 
from the British National Broadcasting 
Station, was ‘‘ Germany's day ” in the 
Berlin conversations, In the morning Herr 
Hitler shook hands with Sir John Simon 
and Mr. Anthony Eden, and then, for 
almost seven hours, he treated the British 
statesmen to an exhaustive exposition of 
his views! He was accompanied during 
the discussions by Baron von Neurath, 
the Foreign Minister, and Herr von 
Ribbentrop, his disarmament expert ; but, 
while the others lunched together, the 
Fuehrer went across to the Reichkanzlei, 
where he was visited by General Goring, 
Dr. Goebbels, and General Blomberg,* 
head of the Reichswehr. An official state- 
ment was issued at the end of the day, 
but it conveys very little information of 


value. Sir John Simon informed would-. 


be interviewers that he was too tired to | 


say anything, and, left to their own 
devices, the large numbers of special cor- 


respondents in Berlin have been drawing 
handsomely on their imaginations. It 


seems certain, however, that the main 
problem of conscription in Germany was 
not mentioned. Herr Hitler made a full 
statement on Germany's foreign policy, 
and afterwards allowed himself to be cross- 
examined by the British Ministers, who 
in this way obtained a clear insight into 
his mind on many points. To-day, when 
the conference will be resumed, the states- 
men will tackle the conscription issue. In 
his preliminary remarks, it seems, Herr 
Hitler gave his visitors to understand that 
the size of the new German Army was a 
matter on which a-friendly agreement 
might be made, and also that. Germany 
| might consider a return to the League of 
Nations on certain conditions. All this is 
very vague ; but it does indicate that Herr 
Hitler is anxious to reach an understand- 
ing with the British. He is prepared, 
indeed, to bargain; and the fact that he 
has behind him armed forces of the most 
formidable kind places him in a very 


strong position. 
According to most of the reports from 


Berlin Herr Hitler devoted much of his | 
time yesterday to the explanation of his 
attitude towards the Russians.’ He realises 
very clearly that, in the last analysis, the 
problem of Central Europe will resolve 


itself into the age-old ‘issue between 


Teuton and Slav, and he has no illusions 
concerning the strength, actual a; well as 
potential, of Soviet’ Russia. For that 
reason he is exceedingly suspicious of the 
efforts that. are being made in Paris and | 
elsewhere to secure Germany 's adherence 
to a kind of eastern Locarno. He wants 


to have a more or less free hand to deal 
with the Russians, if and when the 


strongly that he ever will consent to a 
German guarantee of the existing frontiers 
in Eastern Europe. He has made a ten 
years’ pact with the Poles, as a result 
of which the status quo will be main- 
tained; but nobody with any experience 
of Prussian affairs doubts that at the 
end of that period Germany will make a 
strong bid for the return of the Polish 
corridor. Then there is the question of 
Austria. Here again Herr Hitler, recog- 
nising the dreadful blunder that was 
made last summer, is prepared fox the 
moment to let sleeping dogs lie; but any- 
body who believes that he has abandoned 
the idea of an Anschluss imagines a vain 
thing. Danzig and Memel also remain 
unsolved, and while there is a German 
majority in these two places the Nazis 
will not be likely to renounce them, The 
most knotty problem of all, however, is 
provided by the Succession States of the 
former Austro-Hungarian Empire. Three 
of. them—Czechoslovakia, Yugoslavia, 
and Rumania—who have banded them- 
selves together in the Little Entente— 
constitute at least the equivalent of a 
Great Power. They are determined that 
their sovereignty shall not be assailed in 
any way, and have announced that, if 
Austria oí Hungary should seek to follow 
Germany's example in respect of re-arma- 
ment, they will mobilise their forces 
immediately.

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The Abbey’s Silerce 


Last Wednesday we commented on the 
fact that a month had passed since a 
scheme was announced for the reorganisa- 
tion of the Abbey Theatre, but that nv 
word of the scheme’s progress had yet 
come from the theatre’s board of directors. 
The public controversy brought on by the 
original statement of Dr. Yeats contrasted, 
indeed, in a striking manner with the 
complete silence of the authorities, and 
we suggested that the time had come when 
argument and speculation should be set 
at rest by a definite statement of policy. 
Premature publicity’ has damaged more 
than one wise plan in the past, and it 


closure of a scheme which, perhaps, is 
still being considered. At the same time, 
we felt, and still feel, that the Abbey 
directors now should be in a position to 
make some kind pf announcement. In the 
only official statement. yet given, Dr, 
Yeats said that the theatre’s administra- 
tion would be changed so as to provide for 
an Advisory Board, and that its artistic 
policy would be widened in order to allow 
continental as well as Irish plays to be 
staged. If the board of directors has 
sanctioned the new plan, the public should 
have been allowed to know the details 
before now, while, if the plan has been 
changed or reconsidered, it has at least 
the right to know if anything is being 
done. A month has passed, and the 
reticence of the Abbey directors is 
beginning to excite a certain amount of 
curiosity in Dublin. As one of our cor- 
respondents expressed it a few days ago, 
“when we are still left in doubt as to the 
ultimate nature of the Abbey policy and 
its. plays, we cannot help thinking 
things.” Has the Advisory Board been 
sanctioned or not sanctioned, and what is 
the position of Brinsley Macnamara and 
Mr. F, R. Higgins, who were under- 
stood to be members of it? Is the 
theatre going to continue its policy of 
Irish peasant ‘plays, or are we to have 
foreign plays as well? To these questions 


some minds the suspicion is beginning to 
form that, perhaps, nothing will be done 
at all—a suspicion strengthened by the 
fact that Dr. Yeats and another director 
have left Ireland on holiday. It is the 
duty of the Abbey to reassure the public 
at once upon this point. Various policies 
have been suggested as alternatives to 
that of Dr. Yeats, but everybody, we 
think, is in agreement that the existing 
policy no longer can be followed. The 
directors are best able to tell wherein its 
faults lie, but the man in the street, 
judging by its results, knows only that 


and efficiency in the theatre. He asks 
that the promise of a new and vigorous 
policy shall be fulfilled—and we think he 
has a right to ask; for the fortunes of 
the Abbey are bound up, to a certain 
extent, with Izish culture in general. The 
Abbey directors may not be able to give 
their plans in detail for some time to 
come. That fact, however, need not prevent 
them from giving an assurance that plans 
are being made, and that on no account 
will the theatre be allowed to continue on 
lines which have proved themselves to be 
unsatisfactory.

Telephones 


Is it imagination or is it a fact that a 
new series of public telephone kiosks is 
being erected in the streets of Dublin? If 
it is a fact, the innovation is welcome, 
and more than welcome; for Dublin has 
been sadly in want of a decent supply of 
public telephones. Who has not waited for 
minute after precious minute outside the 
one lonely kiosk in a large district, 
hoping against hope that the young thing 
inside eventually would run _ short. of 
coppers? The shortage of such institutions, 
indeed, has been among the most consider- 
able inconveniences of this capital city; 
and it has been more difficult to nnder- 
stand, inasmuch as public telephones 
usually are regarded as a substantial 
source of income to the powers that control 
them. We hope that the Post Office will 
continue the good work. If it should set 
up ten times as many kiosks (complete 
with telephones) as are scattered at present 
about the city, the number, even then, 
would not be too great for the demand. 
The ‘‘’phone’’ is no longer either a 
novelty or a luxury, but a necessity. We 
suggest, moreover, that the Post Office, 
having embarked upon a sensible course, 
should go still further ‘towards the 
improvement and extension of the 
Saorstdt’s telephone system. It has 
promised that Rathmines and Pembroke 
shall be ‘‘ changed over "’ to the automatic 
system; and a similar improvement, we 
think, might be effected in other districts. 
Again,.is there any reason why it should 
not experiment with reduced charges for 
private and business telephones? Last

His 
group wishes to secede from the Australian 
Commonwealth, so that Western Australia 
can be bound closer to the British Empire, 
principally for business reasons. 


STANDING TOGETHER 


Although he-did not wish to discuss Irish 

lities, of which (he said) he knew very 
little, and certainly not enough to give an 
authoritative opinion, Mr. McCallum 
Smith told an Irish Times representative 
last night that he thought the peoples at 
present in the British Empire should 
“stick together,’’ since ‘‘ they have the 
same bond of language and many other 
things besides.” 
He is one of the committee selected by 
the Legislative Assembly of Western Aus- 
tralia to put the views of that State before 
the Imperial Parliament on the question 
of secession from the Australian Common- 
wealth. Mr. Lyons, Prime Minister of 
Australia, and other members of the Com- 
monwealth Parliament, hold that Western 
Australia’s secession is a domestic matter ; 
but Mr. McCallum Smith and other 
members of his party disagree. They say: 
“ The Imperial Parliament put us into the 
Commonwealth, therefore, 1t is their job 
| to get us to get out.” 


PETITIONERS’ CASE 


To-morrow Western Australia’s case 
comes before a Joint Committee of the 
House of Lords and the House of Com- 
mons, so that it may be decided whether 
the State has the right to present its 
petition to the Imperial Parliament or 
not. Sir William Jowett, one of the lead- 
ing King’s Counsel at the English Bar, 
and eight King’s Counsel in Western 
Australia (all of them, in fact) have 
given their opinion that the State is right 
in approaching the “28 agá Parliament 
with its petition, which is based on a 
referendum of the people of Western Aus- 
tralia, which showed an overwhelming 
majority in favour of secession from the 
Australian Commonwealth and a closer 
link with the Empire, said Mr. McCallum 
Smith. 
Therefore, he returns to London to-night 
to take his place with the other members 
of the group selected by the Legislative 
Assembly—Sir Hal Colebatch (Western 
Australia’s London representative), Mr. 
H. K. Watson (a chartered accountant 
from Perth), and Mr. M. I. Moss, K.C.— 
in presenting the State’s case. 


TARIFF WALLS 


“ Australia,” said Mr. McCallum 
Smith, “‘is walled in by tariffs. We in 
Western Australia are primary producers. 
We produce sheep, wheat, gold and simi- 
lar commodities; but, when we want to 
‘bdy such things as rabbit netting, for 
instance, we must pay £41 per mile for 
it, although we could buy it direct from 
England at £18 per mile. You must re- 
momber, however, that from the big cities 
of the industrial east of Australia we are 
as far as. you in heland are from 
Canada.” 
Mention of wheat introduced the topic 
of the Free State scheme for the produc- 
tion of wheat, and Mr. McCallum Smith 
said that Western Australia’s wheat was 
very hard and he thought it would mix 
well with Irish-grown wheat.

The organisation of “ passive defence 
against attacks from the air ” will become 
obligatory for French citizens throughout 
the country by the newer" Passive Defence ”’ 
Bill, which was adopted by the Chamber 
of Deputies this evening by 453 votes to 11. 
The bill provides for the following defence 
measures :— 
(1) A special Passive Defence Com- 
mittee will be attached to the Ministry of 
the Interior. 
(2) Passive defence services will be 
formed composed of “ commandeered ”’ 
civilians who are not mobilisable and 
civilian volunteers. 
(3) Measures will be taken to disperse 
the civilian populations of large centres 
throughout the countryside. 
(4) “ Take cover ” exercises will be 
carried out simultaneously with air defence 
manceuvres, and anyone refusing to take 
part in these exercises will be liable to a 
fine of 200 francs for a first offence, and 
from six days’ to a month’s imprisonment 
for a second offence. 


THE EFFECTIVE METHOD 
The majority’ of the speakers in the

The trouble 
ic and political. Belgium, like 
ies, is sufferitig from the 
collapse of in tigrtal trade, the loss of 
foreign markets. and consequent unemploy- 
ment. Whatever may be said in favour of 
de-valuing the currency deliberately, or 
adopting some monetary system not based 
upon gold, there can be no doubt of the 
gravity of the risks incurred when a 
country is driven off a standard it desires 
to maintain, by the fears of investors and the 
machinations of unscrupulous speculators. 
However much the effects of deflation may 
be disliked, the great bulk of instructed 
Opinion in Belgium is still in favour of 
keeping the belga on gold at the present 
parity. The two alternatives are a drastic 
de-valuation to a new gold parity and the 
abandonment of the gold standard, in 
order to link up with sterling. 
One or other of these courses “may 
become inevitable, but Belgian economists 
and financiers do not believe that either 
will really help them out of their difficul- 
ties. They might gain a temporary 
advantage for their export trade by reduc- 
ing their ‘costs im terms of the currencies 
of their competitors, but the advantage, 
they believe, would be short-lived since 
other countries would defend their markets 
by increasing their tariffs or imposing 
quantitative restrictions. Moreover, an 
unsettlement of the belga might lead to a 
competition in currency depreciation, 
making the exchanges even more unstable 
than they are already, and making still 
more difficult .a recovery of the inter- 
national trade upon which Belgian pros- 
perity depends. There can be no real cure 
until the nations can agree upon methods 
to co-ordinate their economic, monetary

berrient of the body in the skilful manner 
employed by the person who cut up the body 
found at Brentford. | 

The dismembérment of the trunk, it is 
believed, was done with a keen, narrow- 
bladed knife or scalpel, such as would be 
used by a butcher or a surgeon.

It was evident that, although given on 
the eve of a general election, it was not 
merely for vote-catching purposes, because 
later, when in office, the leader again main- 
tained that he was prepared to stand by his. 
promise. 

This promise was quite definite and 
straightforward. In the manifesto published 
on » 9th February, 1932, it ran as 
follows:—‘' We will establish an arbitration 
board to. deal with the grievances of the 
Service.” 


MINISTERE'S PROMISE 


He asked could any fair-minded man be 
eonsidered foolish for believing that as soon 
as Fianna Fail gained office it would put i:s 
promise into practice.. What happened, how- 
ever, was that the Brennan Commission was 
set up four months after the publication of 
the manifesto, and according to its terms of 
reference its first task was—‘‘ To inquire 
into and report on. .,. the methods: by 
which arbitration can best be applied for the 
settlement of questions relating to pay and 
other conditions of service.” When .the 
interim report of the Commission eventually 
appeared two years after it had sat down to 
implement..the promise its recommendations 
were that arbitration could not be applied to 
the Service. | 

“Within the last week,” continued Mr, 
O'Shea, ‘‘ we have received an assurance that 
a scheme based on the reports on arbitration 
is ready for the Minister’s consideration. 
From past experience we have learned not to 
be. over-optimistical; but, nevertheless, we 
trust that the Minister will honour his 
pledge.”’ 

Turping to the question of promotions, Mr. 
O'Shea said that they had protested con- 
sistently against the introduction of the 
examination system, and had carried their 
protests to the logical limit by ae an 
abstention campaign; but, notwithstanding 
the fact that they had made ‘the December 
examination for promotion to the Junior 
Executive Grade a farce, the Minister had 
given no indication of any intention to alter 
the system. The boycott was a comparative 
success, and he thought that it had proved 
unquestionably that they did not want the 
examination system. 


CLERICAL OFFICERS 


Mr. O’Shea then dealt with the grievances 
of experienced clerical officers, who, he said, 
were doing the work of executive officers, and 
writing assistants who were doing the work 
of the clerical staffs. 

To ensure that the idea of striking should 
never even o¢cur to ‘civil servants, the 
Minister must concede. them their just de- 
mands; and to determine our just demands, 
what is more obyious than an impartial 
examination of our claims? 

Do not take me as inciting to strike. Let 
us all hope that sane councils will prevail, 
and that even. the contemplation of such a 
step will not present. itself to our minds.” 


CONDEMNATION 


Continuing, he said that whatever their 


private political views might be, they were 
compelled to vigorously condemn the. atti- 
tude of the Government to the service. They 
had discovered that the difference between 
the present Government and their prede- 
cessors is the difference between Tweedledum 
and Tweediedee. Their experience of ‘two 
Governments should teach them that. it is 
worse than useless to spend their time 
blaming either Ministers or the Department 
of Finance for their troubles, They would 
have to build up and rely on themselves in 
future instead of on promises. That was 
not a policy of despair, but of self-reliance.

CORK, Monday. 

Lecturing at Cork tonight, under the 
auspices of the two local Chambers of Com- 
merce, on aspects of the agricultural crisis 
at home and abroad, Professor Joseph 
Johnson, Trinity College, Dublin, compared 
the condition of agriculture in the Free State 
with that of America. Agricultural export 
surpluses, he said, had been the victim of 
an economic war by Europe since 1930. 
America had learnt that the home market for 
agricultural products could only expand as 
the population expanded, and, pending 
the expansion of the Free State's three 
million population to something like six 
million, the Free State should continue to 
produce for export or else greatly restrict 
its agricultural production. The aggregate 
money receipts of Irish farmers fell from over 
45 millions in 1929 to nearly 27 millions in 
1933. It was certain that farmers, as a whole, 
had been living on their capital and their 
credit to the extent of £15,000,000 per year. 

Referring to the policies and achievements 
of the Free State, he said that the factory 
for turning old cows into meat meal was 
sound and economic, but the slaughter of 
calves was a regrettable: necessity, e fixed 
price for butter might be defended as 

rtially restoring the purchasing power. of 
armers, but it gave an artificial value to 
old cows and increased the dependence of 
the creamery industry on the export market, 
in which it was quite patriotic to sell butter, 
bacon, eggs and poultry; but unpatriotic to 
sell grass-fed bullocks. ;

The rent strike, which originated in Beech- 
mount parade, in the Falls road district of 
Belfast, has spread to other streets in the 
vicinity.

JUDGE'S CHITICISMS 
From OUR CoRRESPONDENT. 
MANORHAMILTON, Monday. 


At Manorhamilton Circuit Court to-day, 
before Judge Sheehy, Mary Kate Keany, 
Lacoon, sued the Pearl Insurance Co. for 
£16 4s., payable on foot of a policy of in- 
surance on plaintiff's mother. 

The defendants denied that the policy was 
effected as claimed or that the premiums were 
paid by the plaintiff, and alleged that such 
premiums were paid by Francis Travers, an 
agent of the company, in his own interest ; 
that he had no interest in the life insured ; 
that the insurance was entered into by 
collusion with Francis Travers; that the 
policy was lapsed by notice of forfeiture 
duly servec 

In reply to the judge, an official of the 
company said that plaintiff told him she had 
ne book or policy and had never paid pre- 
miums, His view then was that*there was 
a gross fraud on the company. 

Judge—What action did you or your com- 
pany take’—Il told Travers he had no 
legal right to pay on this policy; that Mrs. 
Keany would receive the amount of the 
policy. 

Judge—That on a fraudulent policy Mrs. 
Keany would receive the amount?—If it 
bécame a claim she would be entitled to it 
as propeser. 

Judge Sheehy said that if an official of the 
Insurance Company had found out this was 
a fraudulent insurance immediate action 
should have been taken by the company to 
set aside the policy and to disclaim liability. 
They did not take action to show it was 
fraudulent. He wanted to make it clear, as 
far as possible, that he would give no 
assistance to insurance companies where he 
found their system defective, as it was in 
this case. There was no proper system of 
inspection; no questions were asked; the 
company just took the shillings a week from 
poor, ignorant people, and then when a claim 
was made denied liability.
